ami Spain—Riots Anticipated in 


Belgium—Other Sews. 


China Sorely Tried. 


IN-UNDATIOXS, CHOLHIWL AND WAR, 
SAN FnAx<ri»co, Sept. 15.—Tlie San 


Pablo arrived last evening with llong Kong 
dates ot August 14, and Yokohama, 30. In- 
formation had reached Canton of a frightful 
inundation of the Province of KiangsL The 
news w.is dated from King-Tak, chief cen- 
ter of the pottery manufacture, and one of 
the four gieat markets o£ tlie empire, 
The floods lasted four duys, and the 
eutire country was submerged to a deptli of 
sixtv feet, whole town:?being swept away. 
It is believed that fully 70,000 persons have 
perished. 
It was feared that pestilence 


would follow. Cholera has biokcn out ut 
Amoy, but tlie number ot deaths has not 
been given. 
It has -been declared an 
infected port. 


LONDON-. Sept 15.— The meeting of the 


French Ministers Saturday was a stormy one. 
Several members urged SI. Ferry to convoke 
tlie Chambers at once.
